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WETASKIWIN TO VOTE 
ON A NEW HOSPITAL 


Ratepayers Wil! Be Asked to Provide 
$30,000 for Building and Equip- 
ment for the New Institution in 
the Elevator City. 


Wetaskiwin, Nov. 3.—A most en- 
thusiastic meeting of the citizens :f 
Wetaskiwin was held in the council 
chamber on Monday evening, Novem- 
ber Ist. The purpose of the meeting 
was to receive the report of a com- 
mittee appointed at a previous meet- 
ing in July on the matter of a hospi- 
tal. Rev. Aldridge was appointed 
oouirman and Alderman Montgomery 
secretary 

The report which was made by J. 
F. Forbes recommended the erection 
of a hospital by the eity which with 
its equipment would cost $30,000. 
After some discussion it was unanim- 
ously decided to ask the couycil to 
submit to the ratepayers at the cum- 
ing munivipal elections, a by-law for 
the «rection of a municipal hospital, 
A large committee was appointed 10 
thoroughly canvass the whole city 
and secure a full vote upon the by- 
law when submitted. All felt the 
time was at hand when such a work 
should be undertook and that from 
the experience of the temporary hos- 
pital now in use, there was not the 
Jeast doubt but that it would be not 
only a great benefit but a financial 
success. ;

DUELLING FARCE. 


Was the Encounter Between a Drama: 
tist and a Critic. 


Paris, Nov. 4—Later and fuller de- 
tails of the Bernstein-Chevasu duel 
show it to have been a more scream- 
ingly funny farce than was at first re- 
ported, 

It will be recalled that Bernstein, 
the author, whose play, of ‘Israel’ 
is now running in New York, felt him- 
self aggrieved over the criticism which 
Chevassu wrote in the Figaro and 
chalienged him to fight a duel, They 
notified their friends, also the cine- 
matograph, of the hour they were to 
meet in the muddy field in the Park 
of Princes, near Paris. The duellists 
wore frock coats with red chrysan- 
themums and silk hats and carried 
umbrellas, for the rain was falling 
in torrents, They were handed load- 
ed pistols nearly four inches long, and 
were placed ome hundred and fifty 
feet apart 

When the word was given the 
heroes laid down their umbrellas and 
faced each other. The day was 50 
hazy that Chevassu, being short-sight- 
ed, had to ask his second to point out 
the portion of the fithd where his op- 
ponent wae stationed, Then he fired. 

When the playwright heard the pis- 
tol pop he was greatly agitatéd, but 
held his ground, The seconds ran up, 
asking him if he ‘vas wounded. The 
duellist said:— 

“IT don’t think so.” 

When he was asked 
you fire?’ he said:— 

“I didn’t think of it.” 

So his seconds took his pistol, fired 
it into the ground and the adversar- 
ies left the field of honor without re- 
conciliation, 

Each gave a dinner to his friends 
in celebration of his fortunate escape 
from a bloody death.

TEACHERS’ PENSION SCHEME 


Board of Education Adopting Basis 
of Superannuation for School 
Teachers. N 


Toronto, Ont., Nov. 3.—Superans 
nuation for public school teachers 
was advanced @ stage this afternoon 
by the special committee of the board 
of education appointed to deal with 
the question. It was decided to get 
an expert actuarial report on the 
workability of the scheme. Prof. H. 
A. McKenzie, of Toronto University, 
will be asked to aet. 

The proposal is to have teachers 
thirty years of age or under contri- 
bute three percent of their salaries 
up to $1,209, the amount of annual 
assessments not to exceed $55. 

A sliding seale of paymeite is pro- 
vided for teachers over thirty-five 
years of age, ranging up to five per 
cent at fifty years or over. The 
board is to contrioute to the per- 
manent fund, two per cent of the 
total sum contributed by the teaca 
ers for the first five, and ten per cent 
for the following five years 


HANGED BLYTHE IN EFFIGY, 


People of Agincourt Thus Give Ex- 
pression to Sentiment Regarding 
Murderer, 


Toronto, N$ov. 3.—A gruesome evi- 
dence of the sentiment of the people 
of Agincourt with regard to the out 
come of the two trials of Walter 
Blythe, now serving 18 years ‘n the 
Kingston penitentiary for beating 
his wife to death in the little village, 
éwings from a telegraph pole at the 
corner of the public highway in the 
heart of the village. There is an im- 
age bearing the inseription: *Mur- 
derer Blythe.” The ghastly figure 
is suspended at the end of a ten foot 
rope and swings 15 feet from the 
ground. It was strung up secretly 
during the darkness of Monday 
night.

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DYING MAN VISITED 
PHYSICIANS OFFICE 


Unknown Man Found Upon Hay Load 
' en Market Square is dos. Hubbs 
of Brandon—Startling Evidence 
May be Forthcoming at Coroner's 
Inquest, 
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The name of? the man who mysteri- 
ously suicided on a oad of hay on the 
market square on Tuesday night has 
been ascertained by the police, and 
other facts with reference to him have 
also been discovered. He is Joseph 
Hubbs and is said to have come to 
Edmonton on Monday night from 
Brandon. On his possession was found 
a dozen of photo postal cards show- 
ing a threshing scene at Reston, Man- 
itoba, and upon the envelope the 
name ¢'Joseph Huwbbs,”’ indicating 
that they were to be called for by him 
at some photo gallery. The register 
at the Jasper house showed that he 
stayed there on Monday night, hav- 
ing reached the hotel between ten 
and eleven o'clock upon the arrival of 
the evening train. The police are sat- 
istied the case is one of suicide from 
strychnine and the load of hay on 
which the man died has been destroy- 
ed at the incinerator as the deceased 
had vomited upon it. 

The Mystery of the Case. 

There are Otber CITCUTS LaAliCYes 
connection with the case which tend 
to deepen, the mystery. and upon 
which the local police refused to give 
any information. It is said that 
Hubbe took the poison early in the 
atternoon, but became fearful of dy 
ing and went to the oflice of a city 
physician, where he was treated with 
the aid of another and turned out as 
cured, Later in the evening the poi- 
son acted again, or he may have 
taken another dose and when discov- 
ered at half past cight in the evening 
he was found in the death throes in 
the market square. Where he got 
the poison or why, df the etory of 
treatment by the physicians is correct, 
he did not make a second visit, are 
mysterious features of the case upon 
which no light) can ibe secured 

Police Refuse Information. 

Upon being asked concerning the 
story of the dead man having visited 
the local physicians, Chief of Police 
Lancey refused to give any informa 
tion. The Bulletin, however, learns 
upon private investigation that the 
facts as stated above are essentially 
true and it is probable that the next 
meeting of the coroner's jury will 
result in some startling evidence be- 
ing produced along the lines in- 
dicated above. 

The man’s reasons for suiciding are 
unknown, but it is said that he was 
robbed after coming to the city and 
finding himself without money and 
without friends, became despondent 
and swallowed the poison. That he 
was in fairly good circumstances re- 
cently is shown by his clothes, boots 
and gloves, which indicated a fair de- 
gree of prosperity. 

When he was found by the men on 
the square he wae sinking so faet that 
he could make no statement but that 
he was poisoned by strychnine. When 
Policeman Campbell arrived he was 
dying and was unable to speak in 
answer questions which he was 
asked,

HISTORY OF WEST 


Revolting Crime of Hungarian Farm 
Hand Who Murdered Three 
People at Quill Lake. 


Quill Lake, Sask., Nov. 3.—De- 
tails of the shocking tragedy on the 
Thoburn homestead near here in- 
dicate that George Thoburn, aged 41, 
was shot to death by his hired man, 
a Hungarfan, named John Mesci, 
who is also supposed to have killed 
the wife, aged 38, and her mother, 
aged 60. The two-year-old daughter 
of Mr, and Mrs. Thoburn was ‘ound 
unharmed in the oven of the stov: 

Four-Year-Old Boy Also Escapes. 

The ‘our-year-old boy was found in 
another part of the cellar, close to 
where the dead body of his father 
lay, where he had lain unconscious 
after being hit by the murderer 
The boy says that Mesci shot his 
father, but he is still half dazed 

The tragedy was discovered 
terday afternoon by a homes 
named Dixon, who was passing and 
whose attention was aroused by the 
cries of the unfed cattle and stock 
Thoburn was shot through the back 

Family of High Character. 

The family had the highest character 
in the district and the village was 
practically deserted last night after 
Thoburn’s body was brought in, the 
people turning out to search thi 
prairie for the missing women. The 
crime was committed forty-eight 
hours before being discovered 

Two villagers, J. F. Rasmussen 
and E. F. Gardner, who started on 
the trail of the murderer yesterday 
afternoon, just apived home this 
evening after a hundred mile drive 
Their description of the chase shows 
it to have been an exciting one. They 
found Mesci watering his team about 
forty miles south east of here. They 
closed in upon him, covered him with 
their rifles and called on him to sur- 
render. He assented and allowed tne 
handeufis to put on without a 
struggle

Fed the Children. 

Coming back to the house he stay- 
ed around nearly all day feeding th 
children and preparing for a long 
trip. in the evening he made supper 
for the children and put them to bed 
but he says the boy would not remain 
in bed, which will account for his be- 
ing found in the cellar He then 
hitched up Thoburn's horses a 
democrat wagon and loaded it with a 
large assortment of provisions both 
for himself and horses, also taking a

Doesn't Realize His Crime. 

When captured he did not appear 
to realize the extent of the crime he 
had committed, He was taken to 
Wynyard and will be brought back 
here in the morning when an inquest 
will take place. Nothing else is talk 
ed about but the crime in the village, 
and a sad loom nangs over every 
one and more espectally the women in 
the district. 

Credit should be given to BR. Ban-

sixth years. 


The seventh and eighth years are the 
years of bench work for the boys and of 
sewing for the girls. The bench work 
consists of individual pieces as well as 
products that have been worked out by 
a gfoup of boys. Simple pieces show all 
the operations of carpentry in such per- 
fection as would put an adult to shame. 


Some of the larger pieces such as ta-

Miss Bligh, the supervisor of domes- 
tic science, has a fine exhibit of sewing 
and other work by the girls of the four 
schools. The work consists of useful 
aprons, bedraca: clippers, fancy bags, 
doylies, collars, mufflers, covers, ete. The 
exhibit apparently is not gotten up of 
selected pieces, but shows the every-day 
work of pupils which gives it extra 
value. It is highly creditable to the 
schools and the trouble to which the 
teachers have gone in showing what they 
are doing in this particular class f 
work appears to be greatly appreciated 
by the visitors. A number of the teach- 
ers have made requests for the program 
of werk as it is organized in he Famon- 
ton schools and a synopsis of the work 
has been issued from the superintend- 
ent’s office, and copies are available for 
those who wish them. 

Economic Minerals of Alberta. 

The paper by J. A. MacGregor, B.A., 
on the geological structure of the great 
central plain and the economic miner 
als of Alberta was anable and exhaus 
tive treatment of the subject. Mr. Mac- 
Grépor took up the general geology of 
the prairies. The principal points in 
which were as follows: In palaeozoic 
times the plains were covered with «ea 
water, when the old lime stones were 
laid down from the rock waste of the
